Attaches said the check 
actually was to be presented by 
the Hungarian consul-general to 
the federal reserve bank in New 
York where it will be accredited to 
the account of the United States 
treasury. 
The amount is only % of 1 per- 


cent of what Hungary normally 
would pay. It is part of a plan an- 
nounced by the Hungarian govern- 
ment to pay the United States 
one percent of what it owes for at 
least three years After that some

or one whose function was "more

Madden said in the letter given 


out by Burke that the board re- 
garded itself as ' an administrative 
quasi-judicial body1 to prevent un- 
fair labor practices in the same

charges by

unfair competition and other trade 
practices, etc' 
"These administrative bodies," 


Madden wrote "have apparently

& Omaha railroads for taxation 
purposes Property of the former 
was assessed at $11,101000 and 
the company claimed it should 
have been

at 
$5,193,000. 


Property of the M & O was as- 
sessed at $2,643,000, and the com- 
pany claimed it should be $586,- 
400 Assessed valuations are on 
the basis of 75 percent of the ac- 
tual value found 


The controversy arose over the 


fact that the board used the value 
of stocks and bonds basis This is 
generally 
conceded to

fair 


where the company is solvent. 
Neither of the two companies in- 
volved in this dispute is solvent, 
both owing large sums for unpaid 
interest This fact prevented re- 
funding;

The government steps in to quell 
community disturbance at Ne- 


raska's Two Rivers colony. The 
eads of two families, it appears, i 
fould not conform. A government! 
,uthority says they must get out. | 
The details of the disturbance, of| 
ourse, have not been given as 
nuch publicity as they might war- 
ant. The most that the public has 
>een permitted to know is that these 
amilies will not co-operate with 
ther members of the colony who 
re living on properties they are 
upposed to own some day, but on 
which the government Isolds liens. 


Self government in community 


.ffairs was the rule of the pio- 
leers. They built their own homes 
and owed the government noth- 
ng. They were independent. They 
got along- with their neighbors or 
hey were ostracized by their 
neighbors, not by the government. 
tSTo one told them to move out, al- 
ho It was often the case that they 
did move out because of local sen- 
jment. Home rule was the order 


>f the day, but that was the day 
»f the horse and buggy. Such rules 
are not permitted to apply in these 
more modern times. The govern- 
ment steps in to settle the quar- 
rels of neighbors. It takes a part 
in back fence arguments. 


The official statement relating to 


his case says that the men have 
been asked to abandon residence in 
the Two Rivers community "for 
the best Interests of the United 
States." This is not a high court 
decision. Jt comes from a bureau 
administrator. 


The government may have been 


justified in making this move. The 
Two Rivers colony is a government 
development. It Is a part of the 
resettlement scheme. Naturally a 
co-operative policy Is enforced. 
Families who were unable to sus- 
.ain themselves were picked up 
here and there and placed on prop- 
erty prepared by the government. 
The resettlement idea is a part of 
the great humanitarian effort of 
federal 
authorities 
to aid the 


weaker element in our population. 
It was planned to give such fami- 
lies a new start and to hold out 
Before them the hope of home own- 
ership.' By their industry and fru- 
gality, they were told, they might, 
at the end of a long term of years, 
become owners of the property on 
which they were settled. 


The original list of resettlers on 


these government developedvhomes 
may show many name eliminations 
before final payments are made. 
Nevertheless the hope is still held 
out that a family haven will have 
been achieved at the end of long 
effort. In the case of Ray F. Wor- 
ley and Bruce I*. Rader, of the Two 
Rivers colony, erasures from the 
list are made soon after the start. 
They have learned that Indepen- 
dence, and personal liberty to hold 
and express their own opinions, 
are not qualities highly prized by 
those who manage resettlement 
colonies. For the good "of the 
United States" they must go. 


FARM BILL FIGHT. 


The senate promptly shuntec 


aside the amendment proposed by 
Senator Vandenberg which would 
establish a half billion dollar top 
limit on the cost per year of ad- 
ministering the farm bill. 
The 


vote was 49 to 23. Senator Norrls 
opposed this amendment, Senator 
Burke favored it. Each voted with 
the other's party on this question 
Vandenberg offered 
his amend- 


ment in the effort to keep the 
cost of this legislation within 
limit fixed by the bill itself 
he would have amended it. 
The 


democrats, with few exceptions 
and with the support of Borah 
Norris, LaFollette, Shipstead and 
Lundeen? voted this scheme down 


The amendment's sponsor con- 


tended that democratic senators 
were going against the president's 
wishes; that they failed to heed 
their own president's warning that 
lie would veto any measure calling 
for outlays in excess of available 
revenues. 
Vandenberg 
possibly 


was over zealous in his tig' t for 
his amendment. 
The president's 


warning and the refusal 
of th 


senate to fix a top limit are nol 


uroposed without endorsing the 
arm measure as it stands in the 
senat*. It is obvious that the bill 
can stand amending in several 


ays. 
In the end the measure 


adopted will undoubtedly be a 
compromise measure and. possibly 
a rather sorry patchwork.

The 
very moderate fee of $5 imposed 
for the purpose of enforcing this 
Law is the smallest by far of any 
state. 
This 
state 
imposes no 


mileage tax, which is imposed by 
every state that 
touches Ne- 


braska's borders. 
The smallest 


truck fee imposed by any state, 
other than Nebraska, is $20 a year 
and the average of all the states 
is over $27." 


"Figures showing the flow of the 
Platte river at Ashland were pub- 
lished the other day. The river's 
flow was the lowest in nine years 
and the record for much of that 
period showed a decreasing trend. 
Some held that was because of wa- 
ter being taken from the river up- 
stream for irrigation. There is 
very little irrigation along the up- 
per Republican!. Figures on the 
flow of that river at Bloomington 
show that for the past year only 
76 percent of the average flow 
was measured.

The supreme court said 
that it is the character of the act 
done and not the place where It 
was done that determined whether 
a person was practising law. 


Just how the court ruling- will 


affect insurance agents and ad- 
justers is a question the men en- 
gaged in that line would like to 
know. 
The court has defined as 


practice of law the giving of ad- 
vice to persons as to their legal 
rights 
under any contract, and 


piactically every insurance agent 
does this, in a sense, when he ex- 
plains the contract he is offering 
for sale. 
The matter has been 


discussed in other states where 
bar integration is being pushed.

against the other two that they 
are arming against the possibility 
of war.

Mussolini is smart enough to 
know that when this country 
makes a trade treaty with another 
nation its benefits may be secured 
Ky any other nation. And why 
shouldn't two nations whom he 
has been trying to bluff reach for 
more guns? 


Voting control in this country 


rests largely in three groups, the 
farmers, organized labor and the 
recipients of relief. Most of them 
are voting the democratic ticket. 
They will continue to do so as 
long as the administration favors 
them as it does, the labor group 
with powerful weapons to enforce 
demands and the other two with 
grants and subsidies. The repub- 
licans might outbid the democrats 
in the next national election, but 
by that time the government will 
have run 
out 
of money, and 


pledges cannot be kept. 


Over in Russia the soviet has 


been celebrating the 20th anni- 
versary of the accession to power 
of the bolshevists. 
When they

A well nourished child (hould 


have no cavities at all. The popular 
notion of "good nutrition" is pure 
food and plenty of it, but actually 
children of the well-to-do who pre- 
sumably get all the pure food they 
want are as likely to fuffer from 
malnutriion or 
nutritional 
de- 


ficiencies as are children of the 
poor who presumably do not get 
all the food they need. 
In Oslo, Norway. Dr. A. Collett 
studied the condition of the teeth 
In two institutions for children. 
One waa a nursery day school at- 
tended by children who received 
most of their meals at home and 
whose diets were not supervised. 
The other was a boarding school 
where, besides a diet that provided 
plenty of fruit and vegetables and 
more than a pint of milk daily, the 
children received—wow, kids, you 
ought t'o be glad you don't live in 
Oslo—a daily dessertspoonful of 
cod liver oil. You see, children, it 
was the custom to feed children 
cod liver oil in the good old times 
before we learned just what there 
was in it that made it so valuable; 
and now that we know it was vita- 
min D, the sunshine vitamin, some 
of us dear old fogy doctors keep 
right on prescribing the same old 
fish oil in spite of the fact that we 
have all the vitamin D any child 
requires in various pleasant forms 
nowadays. 


Over in Norway cod liver oil is 
cheap—only a dollar or two a bar- 
rel. And I suppose the old folks 
harbor a fancy that it is good for 
a child's character or morale to 
force him to take the same thing 
his parents and grandparents took 
when they were little tots. Besides, 
vitamin D in the pleasanter forms 
now available is more expensive, 
unless you know what's what in 
vitamins. 
However, the children in the 


boarding school, who received a 
daily ration of vitamin D to sup- 
plement their otherwise excellent 
diet, had only 1.7 cavities per child, 
whereas the children in the day 
nursery (age from 3 to 7 years) 
had 14.6 cavities per child. 


And don't let anyone know I 
said so, but Dr. Collett observed 
that care of the teeth, brushing the 
teeth, apparently had nothing to 
do with the better condition of the 
teeth of the children in the board- 
ing school who got their vitamin D 
every day. In fact the toothbrush 
and other mouth hygiene other 
than filling cavities was dispensed 
with in the boarding school group, 
whereas the day nursery group, 
who did not get their daily ration 
of vitamin D and had so many 
cavities in their teeth, had to 
brush their teeth daily at school. 
Among the various 
pleasant 
ways to take vitamin D to supple- 
ment the ordinary or normal diet 
(which is certain to be deficient in 
vitamin D) I may mention drink- 
ing vitamin D milk—either such 
milk produced by cows fed Ir- 
radiated yeast or milk irradiated 
with ultraviolet light—instead of 
ordinary milk; taking say five 
drops daily of irradiated ergosterol 
in oil; or eating two or 
three 
tablets of irradiated yeast daily.

Under a ruling of the state 
Iquor commission a Lincoln ma.i 
or woman who goes outside the 
city limits to an inn, licensed or 
unlicensed place, for the purpose 
of "throwing a party" and runs 
short of supplies, cannot on the 
spur of the moment telephone to 
a licensed liquor store within the 
city limits to hurry up and deliver 
:o him a few more pints of whisky. 
The party thrower must go and 
jet the booze himself, for the 
liquor stores are forbidden to make 
the delivery. As such a delivery 
costs the liquor store about 25 
cents, besides all kinds of trouble, 
the liquor stores are glad to obey 
the ruling, said Chairman Mc- 
Eachen.

Taking the points in order, I agree 


with North's insistence that the cor- 


net opening bid on South's hand is 


one spade, not one diamond. The 
most probable response, from South's 
point of view, is clubs. He should not 
anticipate answering this probable 
response with no trump. To do so 
has two bad features: First, it con- 
ceals the spade suit, which may be 
the best contract: second. Scuth's 
singleton club, even 
though 
the 


queen, is a defect at no trump play. 
•laving opened with one diamond, it 
would be equally unwise to show the 
spade suit at the two level In re- 
sponse to two clubs. Such a rebld, 
King a " reverse," would indicate 
hand substantially better than South 
actually held. 


One spade as the opening bid takes 
ire of alt eventualities. It North 


responds two clubs, South's second 
aid is two diamonds. And the same 
nolds true over a no trump response 
by North. If North bids two hearts 
over the spade, South bids three 
hearts. In short, any response North 
can make to an opening one spade 
bid will not embarrass South for 
rebid. 


As to North's - action In going to 


three no trump, this Is a close point, 
but for that very reason North can- 
not be censured. He was entitled to 
assume at least two clubs In South' 
hand, and these might be sufficient 
to bring home fix club tricks. The 
correct bidding is:

Personi Cannot Sue 


the NRA. 


Suit for $l!*,000 brought by John 
J. Carmody of Omaha on behalf 
of himself and 2ft other employes 
of the L. L. Coryell company dur- 
ing the period^ when the NRA code 
of wages was in effect, for the dif- 
ference between what was paid 
and what it (was claimed the code 
provided, fell by the wayside in 
supreme court Wednesday when 
that tribunal'held that state courts 
have no "jurisdiction. 
The code of fair competition for 
the oil industry went into effect 
Aug. 19. 1933, and was complied 
with by the defendant oil company. 
In May, 193Q. the federal supreme 
court held the act unconstitutional. 
Judge Carter says there is no pro- 
vision in the act, nor does it au- 
thorize a provision to be placed in 
any code, giying the right to any 
private individual to commence an 
action to compel obedience to the 
law or any code promulgated under 
it. He says it is a well settled rule 
of law that Where a statute creates 
a new offenpe and denounces the 
penalty, or gives a new right and 
declares thel remedy, the punish- 
ment or the! remedy can only be 
that which the statute provides.

public policy and questions of state 
wide interest. 
"To study and inquire into the 
financial administration of the 
state government and the sub- 
divisions thereof, the problems of 
taxation including assessment and 
collection of taxes and the distri- 
bution of the tax burden." 
The legislative c o u n c i l had 
made, the homestead tax exemp- 
tion amendment survey No. 2 and 
had instructed its director of re- 
search to gather information as to 
the effect upon the state as a 
whole.

DR. COPELAND'S 


HEALTH TALK 


Bv ROYAL S. COPEI.AND, M. D. 


AMONG THE nagging anci an- 


noying ailments to which flesh is 
heir, we find pain in the back, old- 
fashioned backache. This is a try- 
ing symptom, distressing and effi- 
ciency-destroying. 


There are many causes for this 


t.-ouble. 'Some of them relate to 
the organs of sex and, of course, 
differ in men and women. 
Some- 


times the kidneys are the sources 
of pain reflected 
into the back. 


Rheumatism 
and 
neuralgia 
are 


credited, rightly or wrongly, with 
responsibility for the backache. 


For a couple of decades, "llio- 


aacral strain" has been the name 


. to the acute pain In the up- 


per hip, or one side of the lowest 
part of the back. 
This term was 


applied because it has been con- 
sidered probable that the wedge- 
shaped sacrum, the lowest part of 
the backbone, has slipped out of 
place. This displacement tears or 
squeezes the tissues in what is 
really a joint between the sacrum 
and the ilium, a part of the hip- 
bone or pelvis. 


Cartilage Rupture 


Now come the experts to tell us 


that pain low in the back and cer- 
tain types of sciatica may come 
from something else. 
They may 


result from rupture of the disk of 
cartilage which lies between each 
two vertebrae, the individual bones 
making up the vertebral column, or 
backbone, as it is commonly called. 


Imagine 
a 
couple 
of 
dozen 


doughnuts piled one on top of the 
other. The openings in the dough- 
nuts, the holes, would make a sort 
of canal. The vertebrae are per- 
forated in the same way, and when 
piled up, they form a canal which 
is occupied by the spinal cord. 
From this cord arise all the delicate 
nerves of the body. 


Between each pair of vertebrae 


Is a sort of washer, a disk of gris- 
tle-like or fibrous material. If by 
a blow, a fall, a sudden twist of 
the body, or the lifting of a heavy 
weight, one of these disks is rup- 
tured, the sensitive spinal cord, or 
one or more of the nerve roots 
springing from it, may be. pressed 
upon by the ruptured and mis- 
placed tissue. 


Backache Results 


There may result backache, or 


the pain may run down the thigh, 
past the knee and into the calf of 
the leg. Sometimes the symptoms 
are exactly like those of ilio-sacral 
strain. 


I read a fine article about such 


pain in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. It is the 
joint report of three Boston phy- 
sicians, Doctors Barr, Hampton 
and Mixtcr. While the number of 
cases described is not large, the 
results of surgical treatment have 
been remarkable. 


Of course, rupture of an inter- 


vertebral disk is but one of many 
possible causes for backache. But 
any chronic sufferer of this symp- 
tom will be happy tn learn that 
progress Is being made in Us con- 
troy
